EMANCIPATION  BILL 
FOR  WOMEN  DEFEATED 

L.ONDON,  July  4.— The  Women's 
Emanolpatlon  Bill,  which  h«H  been 
before  the  House  of  Comnaonii  for 
aome  time,  was  defeated  loday.  The 
motion  to  reject  wa«  offered  by  Ma- 
jor Waldorf  Aetor.  and  waa  carried 
by  a  vote  of  100  tu  86. 

Major  Astor  announced  that  the 
Government  next  week  Intended  to 
Introduce  a  bill  to  take  the  place  of 
the  Kmanctpation  Bill.  This  bill 
would  place  men  and  women  on 
equal  terms  in  civil  and  Judicial  mat- 
ters. The  measure,  MaJ*r  Astor  said 
would  be  wide  and  comprehensive.

ROME,  July  4. — Four  persons  were 
killed  today  when  troops  fired  on  a 
crowd  at  Imola,  22  miles  from  Bol- 
ogna, as  a  result  of  demonstrations 
against  the  high  cost  of  living.  News- 
paper dispatches  received  here  report 
the  agitation  to  be  particularly  strong 
at  Bologna,  Ravenna.  Florence  and 
Forll.-    Stores  have   been   pillaged. 

The  Glornale  d'ltalia  says:  "News 
from  Imola  and  'other  towns  in  the 
Romagna  district  of  Central  Italy  says 
that  relative  calm  has  been  restored, 
in  ^  -sense.  The  authorities  have  vir- 
tually handed  over  their  administra- 
tive powers  to  Socialist,  Syndicalist 
and  anarchist  .  organizations,  which 
hfive  takei^  contr>ol  of  the  region  As 
Soviets."

Only  food  stores  were 
looted. 

During  the  afternoon  crowds  of 
strikers  congregated  in  the  Piaxza 
Victor  Emmanuel,  hut  were  dispersed 
by  police  and  carabineers. 

There  were  many  spirited  incidents, 
it  was  necessary   for  the   carabineers 
to    charge    the    crowds    several    times

VANCOUVER,  July  4.— "I  Rave 
lone  nothing  of  which  I  nmashHmed.

"I  might  say 
that  the  O^vornroent  stepped  in  and 
irlth  ruthle^  rectotepe  aotlea  broke 
the  strike..  This,  however,  .might 
prejudice  my  own  casS.  If  I  eald 
that  the  Government  was  risrht  In  Kh 
atoUona.

Telephone  Operators  and  Electrical  Workers  Still 

Fail  to  Reach  Arrangements  With  Companies — 

Longshoremen  Want  Dismissal  of  Returned 

Soldiers  From  Canadian  Pacific  Service 


VANCOUVER.  July  4. — The  indi- 
cations were  today  that  what  is  left 
of  the  general  striko  would  h^^e  to 
settle  Itself.  The  telephone  girl  dead- 
lock remained  a  deadlock,  and  tho 
electrical  workers  remained  on  sttlke. 
All  other  trades  were  beginning  to 
get  to  work  either  wholly  or  In  part. 

B.  C.  Electric  offlnlals  stated  that 
the  absence  of  the  electrical  workers 
would  not  cause  Inconvenience  except 
that  no  repairs  can  be  made  while 
they  are  out.  About  twenty  men  are 
affected,  and  two  or  three  armature 
workers.  Ofllcers  of  the^  B.  C.  Tele- 
phone Company  would  make  no  state- 
ment on  the  strike  of  electrical  work^ 
ers. 

Neither  the  telephpne  girls  not>  the 
electrical  workers  would  make  any 
statements. 

The  longshorehien  claim  that  on 
the  waterfront  matters  are  adjusting 
thpmBelvpH  satlsfavtorilyj  except  with 
the  C.P.R. 

"I  understand."  said  F.  W.  1»eter8, 
C.P.R.  general  superintendent,  "that 
the  men  are  .discussing  our  attitude 
toward  the  men  who  found  that  we 
had  no  place  for  them. 

"We  have  dinmlssed.  all  the  tem- 
porary volunteer  help  on  the  docks, 
hut  there  are  others  we  promlned  to 
retain.  asi4  man£  are  returned  -eol- 
dlem.  It  is  understood  that  It  is  our 
attltudf  in  regard  to  th.>se  men  that 
is  causing  the  dispute.  Why  th.^  men 
should  object  to  the  company  retain- 
ing some  of  the  volunteers,  parflcu- 
larly  the  returned  snUllers.  1  eai«no< 
see,  tieoause  the  «-om(»fly's  attitude  M 
not  changrd  In  tbr'  MoMt  from  the 
conditions  untTer  which  the  Ipng-

Mr.  Pelent  eald  that  on  Tliorsday 
there  had  been  a7A  volunteers  on 
the  ^ock.  and  that  Mnme  of  theae  had 
been  let  go  and  l.L.A.  mei«  plAoed  in 
their  positions.

There 
were  between  six  and  seven  hundred 
at  work  yesterday,  with  perhaps  300 
men  who  went  to  work  during  the 
strike.  • 

The  Northern  Construction  Com- 
pany's shipyards  on  False  Creek  re- 
ported everybody  at  work.  The  Lyall 
yards  had  about  38 &  men,  instead  of 
the  usual  300  odd,  the  difference 
being  accounted  for  by  men  who  had 
gone  to  work   elsewhere. 

In  the  Cough  Ian  yards  there  will 
probably  b«  about  1,500  at  work  when 
the  yards  get  organised  for  operations 
next  week. 

It  Is  reported  that  tho  employers  In 
Ahe  metal  trades  In  some  cases  are 
only  hilling  men  with  cards  nhowlng 
menibrnthip  In  the  unions  with  which 
present  agrepments  were  made.

SOLDIERS  DQ  WELL 

AT  SALMON  FISHING 

VANCOUVER,  July  4,— the  re- 
turned "men  wlu>  emtwrked  in  the 
salmon  fishing  are  making  good,  and 
the  canners  are  more  than  satisfied 
with  the  enthuhiastic  manner  In 
which  the  soldiers  are  fanilllarlstng 
themselves   with    the   business. 

Already  over  260  returned  soldiers 
are  engaged  in  Ashing  operations  on 
Rivers  Inlet,  and  a  ,few  days  ago  a 
call  came  from  several  of  the  can- 
jierles  In  that  district  for  46  more 
soldier  fishermen. 


OTTAWA,  July  4. — Parliament  this 
afternoon  practically  abandoned  hope 
of  completing  business  in  time  to  al- 
low prorogation  to  take  place  on  Sat- 
urday afternoon.  Nevertheless 
scores  of  members  who  planned  to 
leave  for  their  homes  tonight  did  so, 
but  there  are  still  a  sufllclent  num- 
ber In  the  capital  to  ensure  a  quorum 
in  the  House  until  all  business  is  dis- 
posed of. 

Tho  plan  now  Is  to  wind  up  the 
work  of  the  session  by  1  o'clock  on 
Monday.  If  this  Ih  done,  formal  pro- 
rogation will  take  place  at  8  o'clock 
on  that  day. 

The  deadlock  between  '  the  Com- 
mons and  Senate  over  the  Govern- 
ment's prohibition  measure  will  reach 
tta^  final  stage  at  10:30  o'clock  Satur- 
day morning,  when  there  will  l>e  an- 
other "free  conference"  between  i^p- 
resentatives  of  both  Houses.  There  is 
talk  of  a  compromise  by  which  the 
Qovernment  orders-ln-oouni;ll  will  re- 
main In  effect  until  Noveinber  11,  or 
one  year  from  the  date  of  the  signing 
of  the  armlstic«. 

The  most  important  bit  of  new 
legislation  before  the  House  today  was 
Hon.  Arthur  Meighen's  bill  to  create 
a  chamber  of  commerce  on  the  lines 
of  the  railway  commleslon  to  deal  with 
matters  relating  to  trade. 

The  bill  is  based  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  commission  which 
inquired  Into  the  high  cost*  of  Itvdlg.

Privy  Council's  Reasons  for  De- 
cisions on  Divorce  Question 
and  Manitoba's  Initiative 
and  Referendum 


LONDON,  July '4. — ^Viscount  Hal- 
dane  delivered  the .  Judgment  of  the 
Privy  Council  yesterday  in  -three 
Oanadlan  apptela.  The  restrit  of 
Mich  caae  was  the  disrolasal  of  the 
appMt  Both  in  Walker  versus 
Walker  and  tho  Attorney  General  of 
Manitobi^,  and  the  IntUaUve  and  Ref> 
erendihui  Act,  ManttolMi  appeals,  the 
Judicial'  Committee  expraaaed  re- 
gret that  appeals  had  not  first  been 
argued  before  the  Supreme  Court  .of 
Canada,  to  which  It  was  desirable 
that  topics  affecting  the  constitution 
of  Canada  should  be  taken  before  ap- 
peal to  I>ondon.  The  committee  at- 
taches much  Unportanoe  to  the  ex- 
perience and  learning  oC  the  Ju^ea 
ojr  that  court 

In  the  eMe  of  Walker  versus 
Walker,  the  Privy  Council  decided 
that  the  English' divorce  act  of  1857 
is  part  of  the  substantive  law.  of. 
Manitoba.  The  circumstance  that 
Ontario  does  not  possess  such  a  law 
does  not  militate  against  thia  oon- 
structton.  The  Dominion  act  is  also 
clewr  ^  that  the  King's  Bench  Act, 
not.  in  the  absence  of  the  words 
"limiting  Jurisdiction"  was  rightly 
held  by  the  Court  of  Appeabls  of  the 
Province  to  give  Jurisdiction,  as  con- 
tended by  respondent.  It  was  agreed 
th^t  nothing  should  be  said  about 
coats. 

The  case  of  -jBoard  versus  Board 
and  the  Attorney-General,  the  com- 
mittee were  of  the  opinion  that  the 
eflteot  of  the  Dominion  Act,  188<, 
makes  the  English  law  of  divorce  of 
1867  applicable  to  the  northwest  ter- 
ritories as  well 'as  Alberta.  Had  It 
been  Intended  to  exclude  Jurisdiction 
«n  divorcOi  It  would  'have ~  been  neces- 
sary to  have  said  so.  The  commit- 
tee derlve#  much  aasistance  from'  the 
admirable  opinion .  of  Justice  Stuart 
of  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  committee  entertains  no 
doubts  as  to  the  correctness  of  their 
decision. 

In  the  matter  of  the  initiative  and 
referendum  act  of  Manitoba,  the 
committee  held  that  *each  Province 
retains  independence  and  autonomy 
directly  under  the  crown  as  the  head. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor,  as  repre- 
sentative of  the  sovereign,  is  a  part 
of  the  legislature.  The  language  of 
the  act  in  queatlon  cannot  be  con- 
strued other  than  as  Intended,  and 
would  otherwise  seriously  affect  the 
position  of  the  Lleutenant-Oovernor 
as  an  integral  part  and  detract  from 
rights  which  are  important  in  the 
legal  authority  of  that  position  and 
render  him  powerless  to  prevent  a 
proposed  law  becoming  an  actual 
law. 

The  powers  of  the  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor are  at  an  end  when  the  bill 
becomes  an  act.  The  Lieutenant- 
Governor  appears  to  be  wholly  ex- 
cluded frpm  the  executive  authority. 
These  considerations  are  suOlcient  to 
establish  the  ultra  vlrse  chviicter  of 
the  act. 
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WILL  NOT  AFFECT 

NAVAL  PROGRAMME 

LONDON.  July  4. — (Reuter'a) — 
In  the  House  of  Commons  today  re- 
plying to  a  question  by  Colonel 
Wedgewood.  Walter  Long,  First  Lord 
of  the  Admiralty,  atated  that  the 
British  naval  construction  pro- 
gramme would  not  be  modified  ow- 
ing to  the  sinking  of  the  German 
ships.  He  pointed  out  that  the  pro- 
gramme already  had  been  reduced 
very  considerably  prior  to  the  sink- 
ing. 

The  possibility  of  the  sinking  •f 
the  German  nhips  hud  not  J>een 
taken  into  consideration  in  drawing 
up  the  programme  of  construction, 
but  consideration  had  been  taken*  of 
the  fact  that  there  was  no  chance 
of  the  German  fleet  being  restored 
to  Germany  and  therefore  It  ought 
not  to  be  calculated  as  a  possible 
enemy  but  as  a  possible  addition  to 
the  fleets  of  the  Allies. 

Ui:  STOCK  OF  GOLD 

IS  MUCH  ENLARGED 

WASHINGTON,  July  4.— Already 
possessed  of  the  greatest  single 
stqck  of  gold  in  history,  the  United 
states  could  lay  claim  today  to  most 
of  tho  remaining  free  gold  of  tho 
world  in  payment  of  Its  favorable 
merchandise ''balance,  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bulletin  will  say  in  its 
iniy  issue. 

The  balance  approximated  19,000,- 
000,000  in  the  last  three  years,  and 
Dids  fair  to  continue  at  the  same 
rate  this  year,  affording  a  problem 
to  arrange  payments  without  bank- 
rupting debtor  nations  and  still  fur- 
ther enhancing  the  cost  of  living 
here  through  the  importation  of 
more  metal. 

Under  tho  gold  embargo,  which 
recently  wjui  lifteTl,  making  the 
United  States  practically  the  only 
free  gold  market  in  the  world,  the 
t^deral  reserve  board  issued  1,U2 
licences  for  the  export  of  1 152,321,- 
•76  of  gold  and  l.'iOO  licences  for 
th^  shipment  of  1502. 7&<. 003  in  sil- 
ver. About  7CK  applications  of  all 
cla«NieB  were  declined. 

EUROPEAN  WORKERS

war  on  the  ineraased  coat  of  living 
by  all  paaslbia  neana.

SIKES  DEUY 
TROOPS'  RETURN 


Minister  of  Militia  Says  43,- 
565  Are  Still  in  England- 
Paper  Controller's  Powers 
to  Be  Continued. 


OTTAWA,  July  4.— MaJor-Oeneral 
Mewburn  announced  in  the  House 
this  morning  that  from  the  armis- 
tice up  to  the  end  of  June  289,827 
men   had    been   depnobilixed. 

There  vfere  atill  In  England,  at  a 
close  estimate,  43,665,  included  in 
which  were  ,  5,363  hospital  cases. 
That  number  of  43.565'  would  have 
been  reduced  by  at  least  another 
20,000  had  it  not  been  for  (he  ship- 
ping strikes  waloii  took  place  on~~  the 
other  side. 

The  strikes  were  now  over,  and 
transportation  '  'Was  proceeding  rap- 
idly. It  was  eiEpected  that  demoblll- 
jtation  would  ba  completed  early  in 
August.  -difi,^   .^■' 

Mr.  Mackensie  referred  to  press 
reports  of  an  apparent  deadlock  be- 
tween the  Labor  Department  and  the 
street  car  'men  on  strike  in  Ottawa. 
He  asked  If  it  was  correct  that  the 
deliberations  of  the  board  of  concilia- 
tion  had    been   suspended. 

Sir  Robert  Borden:  "While  the 
board  of  conciliation  was  carrying 
on  its  investigations,  the  men  went 
on   strike." 

The  Minister  of  Labor  reached  the 
conclusion  that  to  proceed  with  a 
board  of  ^  conciliation  In  those  cir- 
-ciAistances  was  not  consistent  with 
due  respect  for  the  law  of  this  coun- 
try. He  therefore  directed  the 
board  to  delay  any  further  inveattga- 
tions  until  the  laen  had  first  report- 
ed for  duty  and  obeyed  the  law." 

Mr.  E.  Lapolnte  asked  if  any  action, 
would  be  taken  on  the  report  of  the 
industrial   commission. 

Sir  Robert  Borden:  "An  announce- 
ment will  be  made  in  due  course  and 
within  a  very  short  time." 

The  House  went  into  committee  on 
a  resolution  wlUch  provides  for  the 
extenalefi  Ofv^^iibpowMv  and  Jurisdic- 
tion of  tha'^^oolimlssloner  and  con- 
troller of  paper  after  the  declaration 
of  peace.  It  also  provides  for  an  ex- 
tension of  the  authority  of  the  paper 
contfol  tribunal. 

Sir  Thomas  White  explained  that 
the  object  of  the  resolution  was  to 
enable  the  commlaaioner  and  the  pa- 
per control  tribunal  to  complete  all 
matters  undertaken  and  determine 
all  questions  which  had  arisen  prior 
to  the  declaration  of  peace.  There 
was  no  intention  of  continuing  tha 
powers  of  the  commissioner  or  tri- 
bunal after  this  work  had  been 
cleaned  up. 

Hon.  Jacquea  Bureau' asked  why 
the  commissioner  was  appointed  and 
at  whose  retiucst? 

Sir  Thoroa^  White  replied  that  he 
had  been  appointed  by  tho  Govern- 
ment to  insure  a  supply  of  newsprint 
to  the  papers  at  a  fair  price  during 
the  war.  The  appointment  had  been 
made  on  the  representation  of  cer- 
tain Caifiidlan  newspapers  that  they 
might  have  to-  suspend  publication  if 
the  high  price  of  newsprint  con- 
tinued. 

During  the  war,  he  said,  the  press 
performed  a  most  important  func- 
tion. Not  only  did  it  distribute  the 
news,  but  It  rendered  a  high  service 
In  encouraging  the  people  and  main- 
taining that  s:)irit  so  necessary  to  the 
succensful  prosecution  of  the  war, 
therefore  It  was  essential  that  the 
press  should  be  assisted  in  getting 
newsprint  at  a  fair  rate. 

That  was  the  reason  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  paper  commission 
and  a  tribunal.  No  one  had  been 
hurt    by    the    Government's   action. 


Death   of   Canadian   Wrlt«r 

TORONTO,  July  4.— Archibald 
Beresford  Denlston  Sullivan,  a  Cana- 
dian short  story  writer  of  note,  died 
yesterday  in  New  Tork.  Mr.  Sulli- 
van was  a  son  of  the  late  Rev.  Ed- 
ward Sullivan,  one  time  blwhop  of 
Algoma  and  rector  of  St.  James 
Cathedral,  Toronto. 
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Explanation  of  Its  N^cejsity 
for  Proper  Olssenfiinatlon  of 
News  In  East  and  West- 
Minister  Makes  Statement. 


OTTAWA,  July  4. — A  vote  of  860.- 
000  to  the  Canndian  Press,  Ltd., 
prompted  Hon.  R.  Lemicux  to  ask 
the  Governin^nt  for  a  declaration  of 
policy  with  regard  to  a  resolution 
moved  by  him  earlier  in  the  session 
providing  that  newspaper  proprietors 
and  editors  should  be  compelled  to 
publish  their  names  in  the  publlca- 
tlona  whjeh  they  brought  out. 

Hon.  K.  W.  Rowell  replied  that 
when  the  matter  was  brought  up 
earlier  In  the  session,  he  had  In- 
formed the  House  that  the  Provinces 
had  power  to  introduce  legislation  of 
the  kind  desired  by  Mr.  Lemleux. 
The  Federal  Government  had  de- 
cided to  take  no  action  on  this  line  at 
the  present  session. 

Mr.  A.  R.  McMaster  objected  to  the 
grant  to  the  Canadian  Press,  Ltd-, 
especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Government  was  running  a  news- 
paper of  Its  own.  Why  should  the 
Government  bonus  its  competitors? 
Ho  expressed  the  view  that  news- 
papers in  receipt  of  Government  aid 
might  be  infiuenced  In  favor  of  the 
Government. 

Sir  Thomas  White  stated  that  in 
his  view  the  grant  h^(i  not  the  slight- 
est influence  on  ihe  attitude  of  news- 
papei^  He  doubted  whether  many 
of  them  had  it  in  mind  that  they 
were  receiving  the  grant  at  all.  The 
purpose  of  the  subsidy  was  to  bridge 
the  gap  between  East  and  West,  thua 
improving  the  exchange  of  news  be- 
tween Elastern  and  Western  Canada. 
If  the  grant  wel*e  discontinued,  he 
did  not  believe  the  news  service  to  the 
West  would  be  as  satisfactory. 

Mr.  R.  L.  Hicharduon,  Bpringfleld, 
agreed  with  Mr.  Lemleux  that  news- 
paper proprietors  should  pubUsh  their 
names.  As  far  as  the  sybsidy  to  the 
Canadian  Press,  Ltd.,  went,  he  ex- 
plained that  for  a  great  many  years 
the  news  furnished  to  Western  papers 
had  come  through  United  States 
channels,  and  waa  thua  colored  for 
United  States  consumption.  It  was 
absolutely  impossible  for  papers  in 
the  West  to  pay  tho  expense  of  a 
leased  wire  around  the  north  ehore 
of  Lake  Superior,  and  therefore  the 
Government  had  been  approached  for 
some  assistance.  The  subsidy  helped 
also  to  link  up  the  Maritime  Prov- 
inces with  Ontario  and  Quebec.  The 
grant  had  no  influence  whatever  on 
the  attitude  of  tho  papers,  and  politics 
did  not  entei'  into  the  administration 
of  the  news  service. 

Hon.  'V<^  S.  Fielding  said  that  tha 
Government,  in  giving  this  subsidy, 
was  carrying  out  a  policy  begun  by 
the  party  of  which  he  was  a  member. 
He  was  strangly  of  the  belief  that  bet- 
ter dissemination  of  news  was  neces- 
sary, and  saw  no  reason  why  '  the 
jrrant  should  not  be  made.

LIMA,  Peru.  July  4.— A  revOlutloil 
broke  out  here  at  S '  o'clock  this 
morning.  _  President  Pardo  and  the 
members  of  hie  ccbinet  were  im- 
prisoned. 

General  A.  A.  Caceres,  former 
president,  waa  in  charge  of  tha  revo- 
lutionary coup. 

Later  in  the  morning  he  turned 
over  control  of  affairs  to  Augiisto  B. 
Leguia,  president-elect.  The  revolu- 
tionary movement  was  accomplished 
without  bloodshed. 

Two  refrlments  of  the  military  and 
a  force  of  police  rushed  on  the 
palace  at  3  o'clock  this  morning  and 
took  prisoner  President  Pardo.  The 
forces  then  proclaimed  Augusto  B. 
Leguia  president,  of  the  republic. 
Only  a  few  shot^  wet»e  exchanged 
and  there  were  no  casualties.  Col, 
Geraldo  Alvarex  and  General  A.  A. 
Caceres,  former  president,  were  the 
leaders  of  the   military  movement. 


A  presidential  election  was  held  In 
Peru  last  May,  the  result  of  which 
haa  been  in  dispute.  Augusto  B. 
leguia,  the  independent  party  can- 
didate, claimed  his  ele(;Uon  by  a 
substantial  majority.  The  claim, 
however,  was  disputed  by  Antero 
Aspillaga,  candidate  of  the  civil 
party.

Denunolatitta  of  the  housing 
scheme  was  voiced  by  Comrade  Mar- 
tin Martinson,  mover  of  the  resolu- 
tion, who  declared  that  in. Winnipeg 
It  had  been  found  as  .useless  for 
housing  Ihe  soldiers  as  the  vacant 
lots  around  the  city,  v  It  had  boen 
pasited  from  the  governments  to  the 
^municipalities  who  were  practically 
unable  to  use  it  because  it  interfered 
with  their  borrowing  powers.  Com- 
rude  Irwin,  of  Bdmonton,  declared 
that  the  scheme  had  simply  resolved 
itself  •  into  a  game  of  "passing  the 
buck,"  while  Comrade  Law.  of 
Winnipeg,  stated  that  men  who  had 
l\vcd  in  dugouts  at  the  front  did  not 
want  to  come  to  live  in  dugouts  here, 
which  was  about  all  the  scheme  pro- 
vided ;or.  On  motion  of  Comrade 
Dace,  however,  the  clause  asking  for 
the  abandonment  of  the  housing 
soheme  was  struck  out  and  the 
clBjue.  aaklng  thaL.  the  teuna  qI  Jhe 
soldiers'  settlement  act  be  extended 
to  returned  men  in  cities,  was  in- 
serted In  its  place.  * 
.  The  alien  question  proved  highly 
contentious.  When  the  series  of 
resolutions  dealing  with  aliens  rest- 
dent  in  Canada  was  read.  Comrade 
Mansfield,  of '  Winnipeg,  secretary  of 
the  aliens'  investigation  board  there, 
read  a  long  statement  setting  forth 
the  Manitoba  veterans'  viewH  on  tho 
question.  He  declared  there  were 
over  340,000  male  enemy  aliens  In 
the  Dominion  over  16  years  of  age, 
and  of  these  ■'■3,000  were  In  the 
Province  of  Manitoba,  24,000  of 
them  being  In  Winnipeg  alone.  He 
estimated  that  there  were  in  Ci^nada 
no  le8s<  than  94,500  alien  enemies 
who  were   undesirables. 

Comrade  Mansflold  declared  that 
he  came  with  tho  mandate  to  get 
tho  convention  to  urge  the  Dominion 
Qovernment  to  take  son\e  action  in 
the  I  matter,  or  otherwise  they 
would  do  so  themselves.  Ho  said 
this  because  he  had  received  a  lA- 
tcr  from  Hon.  Arthur  Meigben,  in 
which  'the  Minister  said  he  Saw  no 
reason   for  getting  rid  ct  the  aliens. 

A  resolution  ';that  steps  bo  taken 
to  prevent  the  use  of  alien  languages 
In  the  schools,  nulptts  and  press 
throughou.  Canada."  after  consider* 
able  discussion.  Was  referred  back. 
A  resolution  was  passed  after 
amendment  to  the  effect  that  "no 
stopv.  shall  be  taken  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  Hubsl«flze  tni migration  at 
any  time."  A  rcsolutit  n  Huggcating 
that  In  future  more  care  should  bo 
exercised  over  Immigrants  coming 
Into  Canada,  and  that  those  from 
agricultural  districts  In  the  .British 
Isles  be  encouraged,  was  carried. 
Another  cUufie  of*Vie  resolution  sug- 
gesting that  a  penod  of  ■  Ave  years 
elapse  between  making  an  npplica- 
tlon  for  citizenship  and  granting  of 
the  same,  was  referred  back  to  the 
committee. 

The  election  of  officers  was  the 
first  business  of  importance  to  bo 
tranjuacled  today.  Withdrawal  '  of 
other  candidates  had  made  the  re- 
election of  W.  P.  Purney,  of  Hali- 
fax, unanimous,  but  there  were 
lively  contests  for  the  first  and  sec- 
ond  vicc-presldenclcs.

Administrator  Archibald  Quotes 
Figuies  Showing  Its  Effec- 
tiveness in  Reclamation — 
Small  Number  of  Relapses<> 


WINNIPEG,  July  4.— "There  are 
so  few  rases  of  uten  breaking  their 
parole  that  the  prison  parole  system 
adopted  by  Canada  has  proved  con- 
clusively that  it  la  a  great  redemp- 
tive force." 

This  Is  the  opinion  of  Judge  Arehl> 
bald,  of  the  Department  of  iustloa. 
Ottawa,  and  admlniatratOr  of  the  Do- 
minion patrol  system,  who  was  in 
Winnipeg  last  night.  Judge  Archi- 
bald had  returned  from  a  visit  of  In- 
spection to  Stony  Mountain  Peniten- 
tiary, and  lata  hut  evening  left  to 
visit  penttentiartes  farther  weot  and 
at  the  Coast. 

Judga  Arehlhald  aa^d  that  of  lh4 
741  persona  ralaased  on  parole  from 
the  penitiatlarlae  in  Canada  during 
the  paat  tfaml  jrrinr.  only  ono>hair  of 
one  per  eent  had  oonmttteMl  offonoMk 
This  was  a  ramarkabte  ghowlng.  hn 
■nid.  and  •nUmiy  JogtlOod  the  adop- 


tion of  the  system  by  Canada.  Dur- 
ing the  20  years  in  which  the  parole 
system  had  ben  In  operation.  11,- 
845  prisoners  had  been  released  con- 
ditionally. Of  that  number  10,484 
had  earned  their  full  liberty,  and  701 
were  reporting  with  that  object  In 
view.  In  that  time  men  who  had 
forfeited  their  licences  by  subsequent 
convictions  numbered  only  273,  or  2.i 
per  cent.

It  ia  aaaumad 
that  a  demand  made  by  the  chief 
World  Powers  la  likely  to  ^e 
aoquleac«<|  In  by  the  t>uteh  Govern- 
ment, l^me  authorltlea,  and  with 
every  ahev  of  .'oanon,  claitu  that  it  ia 
strictly  a  matter  for  the  courta  of 
Holland  to  decide,  and  that  the  Gov- 
ernment at  The  Hague  must  be 
bound  by  their  judglivcnt  If  ttte 
courts  rule  that  the  offences  with 
which  the  former  Germaa  ISmporw 
i»  charged  do  not,  In  view  i>t  his  posi- 
tion as  the  head  of  the  state  at  the 
time  of  their  commission,  permit  cf 
his  extradition,  we  know  of  no  power 
the  Allies  could  legitimately  employ 
which  could  compel  Uollalid  to  give 
him  up  to  Judgment.  Coercion  la  not 
to  b^  thought  ci  under  such  circum- 
stances, for  it  would  be  coercion  to 
overthrow  the  ruling  of  a  court  of 
Justice. 

The  desinibiUty.  from  the  Allied 
btandpoint,  of  -trying  the  former 
Emperor  for  the  crimes  for  which 
his  army  and  navy  were  responsible 
— possibly  at  his  dictation — does  not 
enter  into  the  consideration  of  the 
legal  aspect  ofr  the  caio.  In  the 
records  of  the  law  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  any  analogy  to  t.he  pre- 
sent situation.

So  you  people,  who  know  not  the 
horror  of  war — the  sights  not  fit  for 
mortal  eyes — remember,  you  are  apt 
to  forget  too  soon.  Let  every  reason- 
able Idea  for  their  benefit,  be  greedily 
taken  up.  Most  of  the  boys  wh<ui 
"over  there"  frequently  spoke  and 
all  thought  of  mother  and  home.  So 
in  the  hour  of  battle  came  a  vision 
of  quiet  places  and  quiet  ^days;  and 
so,  for  those  men,  doubtless,  in  mo- 
ments of  agony,  eame  a  longing  y 
which  Is  satisfied,  as  we  hope,  today.

He 
found  the  price  in  Victoria  was  11*8. 
Hd  Mentioned  the  matter  to  a  director 
of  the  Farmer's  Co-op.,  who  told  him 
his  society  could  save  him  quite  an 
Item  on  that  one  transaction.  He  be- 
came a  member  and  bought  his  tires 
for  $128,  saving  1 40. '7  He  was  so  Im- 
pressed with  the  advantages  of  the 
scheme  that  he  immediately  Invested 
the  amount  in  more  shares. 

No.  2. — ^A  returned  soldier  com- 
menced farming.  He  required  feed, 
etc..  for  his  stock;  went  with  an  or- 
der to  one  of  the  largest  traders  in 
the  city,  and  the  quotation  amounted 
to  about  1180.  He  Joined  a  farmer's 
co-operative,  and  got  the  same  order 
filled  for  1143. 

The  secret  of  nuceesfl  of  coopera- 
tion is  good  management  and  the 
elimination  of  the  middleman.

DEPARTMENT  MAY 
'    .HAVE  "LEAKED" 


Acquisition  of  Coal  Land 
Leases  in  Northern  Alberta 
Arouses  Senate's  Suspicions 
—Committee  Investigates. 


OTTAWA,  July  4, — Leakage  of  in- 
formation from  the  Interior  and 
Mines  departments,  which  resulted  in 
the  transfer  of  rights  to  two  hundred 
million  tons  of  well-located  coal  in 
Alberta,  is  alleged  to  have  occurred. 

A  special  committee  of  the  Senate 
investigated  the  case,  and  the  infor- 
mation is  contained  in  its  report. 
Tho  Senate  this  morning  adopted  the 
report,  which  sets  out  the  facta 
learned  in  the  investigation.  .The  re- 
port also  recommends  that  for  tho 
future    there    be    ample      notice      and 


open  bidding  for  coal  leases;  that 
steps  be  taken  to  safeguard  depart- 
mental Information,  with  adequate 
penalties  for  breach  of  trust. 

The  investigation  Into  the  manner 
in  which  tho  mining  rights  were  ob- 
tained arose  from  an  application  for 
a  railway  charter.  A  bill  incorpor- 
ating the  Athabasca,  Grand  Prairie 
&,  Fort  VonnlUlon  Railway  Company 
for  a  70-mlle  line  in  Alberta  con- 
necting tho  Government  railway  sys- 
tem with  a  coalfield,  passed  the  Com- 
mons and  got  to  the  third  reading ' 
stage  In  the  Senate. 

There  it  was  stated  by  Senator 
Bradbury  and  Senator  Bostock  that 
.while  t)ie  bill  was  for  a  railway,  the 
enterprise  was  one  of  mining,  and 
that  it  would  be  well  to  ascertain 
^how  the  mining  rights  had  been  ac- 
quired. • 

A  committee  was  appointed,  wit- 
nesses .were  called,  and  after  taking 
.considerable  evidence  the  committee 
found  that  eight  leases,  covering  an 
area  of  18,800  acres,  containing  200,« 
000.000  tons  of  semi-anthracite  or  the  ■ 
highest  grade  bituminous  coal,  '  70 
miles  from  the  Canadliui  National 
Railway,  had  been  issued  to  Mr.  P. 
R.  Isenberg,  and  were  known  as  the 
Hoppe  leases,  from'  the  f4ct  that  Dr. 
Hoppe '  aiid  his  Assodates  had  paid 
Government  rentals  amounting  to 
$114,369,  and  spent  a  consldeeable 
amount  ot  money  on  the  property,  in 
building  trails,  surveying  and  open- 
ing tunneta  to  prove  the  value  of  the 
property. 

.  On  August  1,  1918,  the  leases  were 
cancelled,  after  a  default  of  30  days 
In  th  payment  of  the  annual  rental. 
"It  .was  explained  to  your  committee," 
says  the  report,  "that  the  reason  for 
the  prompt  action  was  Information 
civen  to  the  department  by  the  head 
of.  the  Dominion  police  that  Dr. 
Hoppe  and  his  principals  are  strong- 
ly prO'Oerman  in  their  dealings." 

Both  lived  In  the  United  States. 

New  leases  were  immediately 
granted  and  subseqitontly  assigned  to 
Dr.  A.  T.  Shlllington,  of  Ottawa,  and 
C.  A.  Barnard,  of  Montreal.  Evi- 
dence adduced  seemed  to  show  that 
the  new  lessees  got  wind  of  the  Gov- 
ernment's Intention  to  cancel  the 
Hoppe  leases,  and  made  preparations 
to  make  first  entry  on  the  land.  Since 
the  inquiry  began  the  Shlllington- 
Barnard  lease  has  been  cancelled  by 
the    Government. 

The  committee  "notwithstanding 
the  cancellation  oi^  the  leases,  Istmed 
as  a  reeult  of  the  staking  done  by 
Craig  and  his  associates,  respectfully 
suggest  that  the  Minister  of  the  In- 
terior make  a  full  investigation  of  the 
facts  In  connection  with  the  granting 
of  the  new  leases,"  which  had  been 
assigned  to  Dr.  A.  T.  Shlllington,  of 
Ottawa,  and  C.  A.  Barnard  of  Mont- 
reaL 

Mr.  Barnard  testified  that  he  was 
approached  by  Dr.  Shlllington  to  Join 
the  enterprise;  that  he  advanced  $18,- 
000  to  pay  the  first  year's  rental;  and. 
that  he  had  no  Information  or  sus- 
picion as  to  anything  improper  In 
connection  with  the  leases.  "Nor  has 
your  committee^  any  reason  to  think 
otherwise,"  says'  the  report.

Board  of  Trade  meling  last  April 
Is  reaponslble  for  .the  preseVtt  Investi- 
gation ^to  the  alleged  discrimination 
in  |Hil|Ma  to  the  disadvantage  of  Vic- 
toria. At  that  time  Mr.  Cross  advo- 
cated an  Inquiry,  and  when  informed 
at  the  meeting  yesterday  that  prac- 
tically no  action  had  been  taken,  he 
again  asked  for  Information.  At  the 
time  of  i^aiclng  his  first  request,  Mr. 
Cross  stated  that  he  was  aware  that 
the  council  would  take  no  action  If 
It  were  likely  to  interfere  with  the 
prosperity  of  Its  members. 

The  explanation  of  this  Inactivity 
as  explained  by  thj  secretary  was 
that  great  difficulty  had  been  experi- 
enced in  getting  the  committee  to  act. 
No  less  than  four  members  of  the 
original  committee  had  '  withdrawn, 
two  becauae  of  departure  from  the 
city  and  one  wilh  the  excuse  of  be- 
ing an  Interested  party.

— Elec- 
tion of  offloers  was-  the  most  Impor- 
tant event  in  today's  session  of  the 
convention  of  the  National.  Associa- 
tion of  Trained  -  Nurses,  jphe  follow- 
ing were  elected:

Jpther  business  effected  during  the 
morning  session  was  the  reading  of 
the  report  on  the  Canadian  Nurse 
newspaper,  which  the  editor.  Miss 
Helen  Randall,  stated  to  be  quite  a 
flourishing  concern,  which  had  grown 
considerably  since  /Its  beginning,  two 
years  ago.  Miss  Randall  was  con- 
gratulated by  the  Association  for  the 
work  she  had  done  in  connection 
with  the  paper,  now  on  a  solid  flnan- 
ciai  footing. 

^  Mrs.  Hannington,  superintendent 
of  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses, 
suggested  that  a  bureau  be  estab- 
lished at  the  olllce  ot  ^bo  Canadian- 
Nurse,  Vancouver,  where  the  apeclal 
nurse,  one  with  advantages  such  as 
languages,  public  health  training, 
etc.,  could  register. 

Miss  Stewart.  New  York,  stated 
that  in  the  United  SUtes  the  Red 
Cross  had  instituted  such  a  bureau 
during  the  reconstruction  period,  and 
Miss  Gunn  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  soldiers'  civil  re-establishment 
would  have  a  bureau  for  special 
nurses,  but  said  that  so  far  nothing 
had  been  done,  and  in  all  probabiUty 
thiri  organisation  would  only  tako 
care  of  military  nurses. 

Proposed  National  Sohcne 

Miss  Jean  Gunn,  of  Toronto,  in  the 
course  of  her  presidential  address,  at 
the  opening  session  on  Wednesday, 
bespoke  particular  iiearing  for  two 
of  the  central  problems  confronting 
the  nursing  profession  In  Canada  to- 
day. These  were  the  proposed  na- 
tional scheme  for  a  Dominion-wide 
nursing  service  that  would  include  in 
its  scope  provision  for  the  country 
districts,  at  present  so  badly  handi- 
capped in  obUining  trained  nursing 
service,  and  the  movement  towards 
the  turning  out  of  trained  attendants 
ancillary  to.  the  graduate  nurses. 

There  were  now,  stated  Miss  Ethel 
Johns,  of  Winnipeg,  in  her  report  as 
secretary,  46  nursing  organisations 
compMsed  in  the  national  association, 
three  having  been  added  during  the 
current  year.  Correspondence  had 
arisen  with  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment relative  tc^  the  rejiabilitatlon  of 
ex-service  nurses  in  civil  life;  with 
the  president  of  the  Canadian  Red 
Cross  towards  the  esUblishment  of  a 
national  Red  Cross  nursing  serviee, 
and  with  Australian  nurses  who 
looked  to  meeting  in  conference  with 
their  associates  throughout  the  'AN 
Ued  world. 

All  hospitals  in  Canada  had  been 
asked  to  send  representatives  to  tho 
present  conference,  eliciting  tor  the 
most  part  favorable  response^  For  the 
1920  conference,  invitations  had  been 
received  ^rom  Fort  William  and 
Hamilton.  There  was  urgent  need 
«or  gathering  data  on  the  number 
and  status  of  nurfes'  training  schools 
throughout  the  Dominion,  and  the 
conaequei^  rating  of  their  graduates, 
to  meet  inquiries  addressed  from 
time  to  time  to  the  association.  It 
was  also  desirable  4hat  a  record  be 
made  of  all  legislation  passed  or  still 
pending  affecting  the  nursing  pro- 
fession. The  growth  of  the  associa- 
tion made  the  engaging  of  a  paid 
seoretaPy   desirable. 

a  Demand  for  Nurses 

Committee  reports  were  read  by 
Miss  Gray,  on  behalf  of  Miss  Kinder, 
by  Miss  Randall,  Miss  Russell  and 
Miss  Potts.  The  last-named  dealt 
with  nursing  progress  throughout 
Canada,  and  drew  attention  to  the 
growth  of  interest  in  public  health 
work.  Nurses  were  now  urgently 
need  in  special  fields  of  training.  pub- 
He  hetrtth,  child  welfare,  industrial 
work,  and  as  nurse  educators.  Insti- 
tutions were  clamoring  for  properly 
trained  and  educated  women  and 
schools  of  nursing  were  being  hard 
pressed  to  provide  theso  experts  and 
a  supply  of  pupil  nurses  for  the  hos- 
pital work  of  the  institutions  to 
which  they  were  attached.  A  not- 
able- endeavor  was  being  made  to 
standardise  and  broaden  the  educa- 
tion of  student  nurses  by  centralisa- 
rtlon  of  lectures.  In  itself  a  boon  to 
the  busy  physician-lecturer,  by  school 
afflliations  and  by  experience  in  pub- 
lic health  work. 

In  the  last  named  department.  Tor- 
onto University  offered  special  valu- 
able courses.  In  Nova  Scotia,  the 
public  health  departments  of  the 
Local  Council  of  Women  and  of  the 
Nurses'  Association  worked  admlr- 
ably  in  conjunction,  making  the 
work  doubly  effecUVe.  In  Manitoba, 
an  eight-hour  day  h.nd  been  urged  by 
the  Labor  party  and  was  being  grad- 
ually adopted  by  the  heopital  au- 
thorities. In  British  Columbia,  the 
Vancouver  General  Hoepiui  and  the 
Jubilee  Hosplui,  Victoria,  had  put 
Ihe  measufe>  Into  operation,  while 
'  the  University  of  B.  C.  offered  a  spe- 
cial course  leading  to  a  degree  In 
nursing.  '' 

Letters  were  received  from  Mr. 
Noel  Marshall,  of  the  Red  Cross, 
conveying  greetings,  and  from  Mr. 
W.  F.  Osborne,  inviting  repreoenU- 
tion  at  the  forthcoming  national 
oonferenoe  at  Winnipeg  on  moral 
education  in  the  efltiools  1»  relation 
tu  Canadi<in  citlaenehip.  at  which  the 
Duke  of  Devo^sbtre  hi  to  be  present.

JESSWILliUiDFALl^ 
rW  HIS  PINNACLE 


Dempsey  Takes  World's  Cham- 
pionship In  Three  Rounds — 
Gong  Saves  ex-Charppion 
From  Knockout  In  First. 


TOLSOO.  O.,  July  4. — By  virtue  of 
on*  of  the  apeedleat  and  most  one- 
sided battles,  which  ever  decided  a 
bUr  flstic  event.  Jack  Dempsey,  who 
may  now  wish  to  be  known  by  his 
full  votlnv  name  of  Wm.  Harrison 
Dempsey.  today  became  the  world's 
champion  heavsrwetght  boxer. 

To  all  Intents  and  purposes  he 
whipped  the  hue*  Jess  Willard,  fa- 
vorite  in  the  mearre  betting.  In  one 
round.  Dempsey  thought  the  referee 
had  announced  him  a  winner  and  ac- 
tually left  the  ringr,  but  he  wan  called 
back  and  the  butchery  continued  for 
two  rounds  more,  when  Jess,  sitting 
in  his  corner  with  a  bewildered  look 
on  his  swollen  countenance,  failed  to 
respond  to  the  gong  for  the  -fourth 
round. 

"It  waa  no  use  to  continue,"  said 
the  ex-champion,  "my  strength  went 
from  me  in  the  Qrst  round."  . 

He  sat  there  apparently  the  most 
surprised  man  in  the  United  States  at 
the  moment.  His  right  eye  was  closed 
and  his  right  cheek,  swollen  and  bliie 
with  bruises.  Blood  covered  his  body 
and  his  arms  hung  so  helplessly 
over  the  ropea  that  it  aeemed  an  If 
a  child  might  give  him  further  abuse 
without  arousing  hia   interest. 

Dempsey  was  breathing  hard  when 
the  flght  ended,  but  it  was  from  exer- 
tion and  not  punishment.  He  es- 
caped almost  unhurt. 

A  Rain  of  Blows 

In  the  first  few  seconds  of  the  con- 
test It  looked  as  if  the  experts  who 
had  been  assigned  to  keep  detailed 
account  of  all  blows  struck  might 
come  measurably  close  to  4elng 
so,  but  it  was  only  a  fraction  of  a 
moment.  After  that  the  experts  did 
well  to  count  Jack's  blows,  let  alone 
take  note  of  how  each  was  made. 
The  challenger  knocked  the  big  fel- 
low down  Ave  times  in  the  first  .round 
and  had  him  hanging  helplessly  on 
the  ropes  or  draped  over  his  own 
shoulders  most  of  the  time  when  he 
was  not  taking  advantage  of  the 
count. 

The  crowd  thought  the  flght  was 
over  In  that  round.  Willard  was 
down  for  the  seventh  time  and  the 
count  was  apparently  about  to  end 
when  the  gong  sounded.  It  was  a 
modest  gong,  which  could  not  make 
itself  heard  l>y  so  many  people,  and 
even  Dempsey  did  not  get  it.  He 
crawled  through  the  ropes  and  was 
headed  out  onto  the  shoulders  of 
screaming  fans  when  the  truth  was 
broken  to  him,  and  he  was  hauled 
back. 

Such  fighting  as  the  Kansas  ranch- 
man produced  was  placed  on  exhibi- 
tion at  the  cnset.  He  had  stood  in 
his  corner  a  Mcture  of  confldence. 
His  smile  seemdd  that  of  one  who 
had  a  bVief  and  Snot  unpleasant  task 
before  him.  He  certainly  was  all 
set  to  go,  for.  Just  before  time  was 
called,  he  is  said  to  have  remarked, 
"Let's  get  Ithis  thing  over."  He 
measured  the  attendant  crowd,  which 
disappointed  estimtltea  by  about  SO 
per  cent,  with  an  appraising  eye. 
Dempsey  Seumed  Nervous 

Dempsey  presented  a  contrast. 
None  of  the  confldence  of  his  train- 
ing camp  statements  appeared  in  his 
bearing.  The  man  across  from  him 
outweighed  him  40  pounds  and 
looked  as  big  and  Impregnable  as 
a  Metropolitan  bank  building.  The 
mood  of  the  challenger  was  plainly 
thoughtful,  and  more  than  one  ring- 
fiiije  gaxer  whispered:  "He's  licked 
right  now." 

When  Dempsey  was  proclaimed  the 
winner,  the  crowd  Kurged  onto  the 
mat  In  a  wild  scramble  to  shake  the 
hand    of    the    new    champion.  At 

times  some  of  them  toppled  over 
onto  the  telegraphers  and  rpporters 
just  below,  who  were  struggling  In 
the  mad  diaorder  to  report  what  had 
happened.  Police  eventually  dis- 
persed them  by  hurtling  Dempsey 
away.  Willard  was  taken  to  an  auto- 
mobile and  disappeared  from  view  of 
the  crowds. 

While  the  passing  of  the  heavy- 
weight champinn^ip  was  one  of  the 
moat  dramatic  events  of  modern  ring 
history,  it  was  lacking  entirely  In 
high-class  boxing.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  the  flrat  three  snappy  left  Jabs 
with  which  Willard  opened  the  con- 
test '  the  combat  was  simply  a  series 
of  terrific  drives  and  smashes,  vir- 
tually all  of  which  were  deliverd  by 
Dempsey. 

First  Swlnff  Did  It 

The  first  of  th«se  crashing  swings 
to  land  on  Wlllard's  Jaw  and  body 
appeared  to  completely  dase  him  and 
take  away  from  the  titleholder  all 
power  to  either  protect  himself  or 
flght  as  had  been  expected  by  his 
admirers.  Whether  he  could  have 
stood  up  better  under  the  battering 
of  Dempsey  a  few  years  ago  will  al- 
ways be  a  mooted  question.  It  can-' 
not  be  denied,  however,  that  Willard 
was  In  good  physical  condition,  and 
displayed  gameness  up  to  the  mo- 
ment that  hla  seconds  persuaded  him 
to    relinquish    the    flght    to    Dempsey. 

It  waa  demonstrated  by  the  fact 
that  he  received  in  nine  minutes  of 
fighting,  far  more  punishment  than 
did  Jeffries  at  the  hands  of  Jack 
Johnson  in  their  16-round  bout  at 
Beno  and  yet  was  able  to  respond  to 
the  bell  had  his  seconds  been  cal- 
loused enotigh  to  send  him  again  to 
the  slaughter.  Bven  after  this  dis- 
astrous ending  of  the  first  round 
Willard  flashed  a  momentary  come- 
back in  the  second,  which  for  a  few 
seconds  led  to  the  belief  among  hla 
supporters  that  he  would  weather 
the  stdrm  and  tmrrr  the  battle  along 
on  even  terms  for  a  few  sessions  at 
least.  It  was  the  last  flicker  of  a 
spirit  which  wes  stronger  than  the 
flesh.  Another  sweeping  right  arm 
smash  that  flew  oyer  WiUard's  shoul- 
der and  landed  flush  on  his  bleeding 
Jaw,  took  the  last  ounce  of  resistance 
out  of  the  giant  and  made  hia  down- 
fall a  matter  of  but  minutes. 
Was  CopdIiU 


youngster,  and  took  his  hands  in  the 
frteadllest  way.  Jack's  handshake 
was  friendly,  tso.  Just  then,  but  It 
was  the  last  token  of  friendship  from 
those  gloves.  "^  A  minute  or  so  later 
they  were  ysing  Willard  for  a  chop- 
ping block  and  some  in  the  erowd 
were  crying,  "Stop  It."  "jBtop  tt«  It's 
plain  murder." 

Dempsey's  first  effeetlve  blows,  and 
the  ones  which  apparently  settled 
Wlllard's  fate,  were  a  right,  over 
Jess'  shoulder  to  the  Jaw.  a  left  to 
the  iKKly  and  a  right  to  the  Jaw. 
Jess  staggered.  His  eye  was  closing 
and  he  reeled,  and  the  challenger, 
with  all  the  energy  of  his  pulsing 
youth,  began  hitting  him  at  will. 

The  attendance  was  below  expecta- 
tions. Beats  were  built  for  eighty 
thousand  and  the  estimate  was  that 
not  nu>re  than  half  of  those  were  oc- 
cupied. Speculators  lost  heavily. 
No  betting  was  reported  at  the  ring- 
side, nor  was  there  much  elsewhere 
so  far  as  could  be  ascertained. 
Terrlllo  He»t 

The'  heat  of  the  day  waa  terrific, 
intenslfled  as  It  was  by  the'vast  acre- 
age of  green  lumber.  During  the  pre- 
liminary bouts,  ^hich  lasted  from  11 
o'clock  until  2:30,  a  thermometer 
Jumped  to  120  degrees.  It  showed 
110  degrees  when  Willard  and  Demp- 
sey entered  the  ring. 

An  analysis  of  th9  new  champion 
shows  nothing  new  In  his  fighting 
methods.  He  tore  Into  his  man  at 
top  speed,  as  has  always  been  his 
fighting  custom,  and  simply  battered 
hia  way  to  the  pLpnacle  of  pugilism 
by  the  speed  of  his  blows  and  the 
overwhelming  power  that  travelled 
from  the  huge  shoulder  muscles  down 
through  the  brawny  arms  and  into 
the  clinched  flsts  armored  with  flve- 
ounce  gloves.  He  made  little  or  no 
attempt  at  defensive  work,  and  not 
more  than  five  or  six  times  during 
the  nine  minutes  of  battling  did  he 
resort  to  footwork  to  avoid  Willard. 

Dempsey  appeared  in  the  ring  at 
3:66  o'clock  and  Willard  a  minute 
later.-  Tliey  weie  stripped  ready  fi 
action,  Willard  wearing  short,  tight- 
flttlng  blue  worsted  trunks  with  an 
American  flag  belt,  while  Dempsey 
wore  short,  loose  trunks  like  those  of 
a  sprinter.  During  the  few  prelim- 
inary details  both  were  covered  with 
huge  umbrellas  to  keep  the  sun  from 
their  uncovered  heads. 

At  nine  minutes  after  four  the 
weak  gong,  which  later  caused  so 
much  confusion,  clanged,  and  the 
battle  was  on.

THE  nCHT  BY  ROUNDS 


Round  One — Willard  loomed  up 
like  a  Oollath  against  his  flve-inch 
shorter  David,  and  opened  the  en- 
gagement by  pumping  his  long  left 
twice  Into  Dempsey's  face,  with  force 
enough  to  make  the  latter  blink.  The 
challenger  missed  a  swing,  and,  slip- 
ping into  a  clinch,  landed  three  body 
blows  with  hia  left  hand,  carrying 
but  liUle  force.  Willard  held  him 
easily  in  a  clinch,  and  partly  turning 
him  around,  used  his  raplcr.-like  left 
again,  once  to  the  head  and  onoe  to 
the  body  after  the  break.  Then 
Dempsey,  as  K  he  had  got  the  range, 
opened  his  heavy  artillery  and  swung 
a  Jaring  left  to  the  Jaw,  followed  by 
a  right  and  left  to  the  body.  The 
almost  superhuman  power  of  the 
punches  were  immediately  apparent. 
A  partly  silly,  partly  dased  expression 
overspread  the  champion's  face,  and, 
as  he  rocked  on  his  heels,  his  whole 
body  quivered.  He  pulled  himself  to- 
gether and  as  Dempsey  crowded  '  in 
again,  shot  a  left  to  the  mouth  and 
repeated  to  the  eye.  The  blows  did 
not  even  cause  his  youthful  Nemesis 
to  hesitate,  and,  dodging  past  the 
outstretched  left,  as  it  snapped  for 
the  third  time,  whipped  over  a  right 
and  \eA.  almost  simultaneously,  the 
blows  landing  flush  on  Wlllard's  Jaw, 
and,  for  the  flrst  time  In  his  vcham- 
plonship  career,  Willard  was  dropped 
to  the  face,  sent  him  to  the  floor 
the  count  of  six,  only  to  be  sent  to 
the  canvas  with  another  right  as  he 
rose  slowly  to  his  feet.  He  turned 
away  from  his  opponent,  who  struck 
again  twice  with  his  right,  Willard 
falling  on  his  hands  and  knees.  When 
he  arose,  Dempsey  crowded  him  into 
a  corner  and,  with  a  right  and  left 
to  the  face,  sent  him  tothe  floor 
again.  As  he  arose,  a  fusUade  of 
body  blows  dropped  him  in  a  corner, 
where  he  sat  when  the  bell  termi- 
nated the  round  and  led  Dempsey  to 
believe  that  Willard  had  been  counted 
out. 

WUard  in  Bad  Way 

Round  Twoi— Dempsey  started 
where  he  left  oft,  and  Willard,  with 
a  big  cut  under  his  eye.  appeared  to 
be  in  a  bad  way.  He  managed  to  put 
a  left  to  Dempsey's  face  and  a  puny 
uppercut  to  the  chin.  Dempsey  re- 
plied with  several  body  drives,  and 
Willard  fell  partly  through  the  ropes. 
When  he  reerained  his  feet  he  stum- 
bld  Into  a  clinch,  but  Dempsey  easily 
tore  loose,  and  proceeded  to  batter 
dilm  almost  at  will,  the  champion  re- 
taliating ,wlth  but  three  feeble  Jabs 
to  the  face  during  the  melee.  When 
Willard  went  to  his  corner  he  fell 
heavily  Into  his  chair,  and  It  was  seen 
that  his  right  ty  was  completely 
closed  and  that  side  of  his  face  was 
swollen  entirely  oi:t,  of  shape,  while 
Dempsey  was  unmarked. 

The  Cbamplfm  "Hclplcfls 

Round  Three — The  flnal  session 
was  simply  a  series  of  rnpid-flre 
swings,  which  fell  on  Wlllard's  face 
and  body  with  pile-driver  power, 
which  left  Willard  completely  help- 
less,  as  he  staggered  about  the  ring 
and  wobbled  along  the  ropes  utterly 
unable  to  defend  himself.  The  crowd 
about  the  ringside  began  to  yell  to 
Referee  Pecord  to  atop  it.

This  tntaraalfiic 
batch  of  fUrhters- constat  of  the  l«th 
Brlcade,  Canadian  Artillery,  wblob 
for  the  last  six  months  has  been  •«- 
slaHns  Qaneral  IrfMUAdM,  commaoA- 
Inc  the  flvhtiny  a«aiost  the  Bolshe- 
vlkl  In  Northern  RussU.  The  bric- 
ada  sails  homeward  at  tba  and-  of 
the  month.  Roothly  spaaklng,  it 
waa  divided  up  In  four  sectionflt  This 
Canadian  AxtlUery  has  t>«en  aastat> 
ttts  General  Ironaldaa  and  his  mixed 
oommand  of  British,  United  States 
and  French,  In  operations  over  an 
area  of  some  200  miles.

ants demobilised  from  the  Imperial 
Russian  army.  Other  members  of 
the  Canadian  brit&de  speak  with 
wonder  of  how  they  found  Oermans 
serving  with  the  Bolshevlkl,  of  fhHw 
whole  Russian  forces  ostensibly  sup- 
porting tha  Allied  forces  suddenly 
mutinitd.  killed  all  their  officers  and 
joined  the  Bolshevlkl.  The  enemy 
were  never  short  of  ammunition: 

The  Canadians,  as  already  stated, 
think  the  whole  business  a  puwiing 
mlxup^  They  say  the  other  Allied 
forces  are  still  pursuing  much  the 
same  style  of  flt^tlng  in  the  same 
dtstricts,  und  as  far  aa  their  Judg- 
ment goes,  this  flghtinc  may  con- 
tinue IndUlnltely  without  tangible  re- 
sults.

"My  friends,  on  August  4.  1>14. 
Great  Britain,  with  Franco,  spread 
erUUng  amw  aoroaa  that  gateway,  to 
hol4>lt,  oh,  for  so  long  a  time,  oh, 
so  near  to  their  mln,  until  we  should 
wrench  ourealves  from  the  coma  of 
pacificism  into  which  our  Prasldent 
^had'dregged  us,  and  spring  to  their 
assistance— -which  we  did  on  that 
memorable  July  day.  almost  half  a 
decade  after  the  foul  wolvee  from 
the  Brandenburg  swamps  had  been 
looeed  tlpon  the  We,rld. 

"Still,  my  friends,  for  some  of 
this  we  at  least  have  happily  atoned;

lay.  Who,  therefore,  are  we  that  at 
th^  close  of  the  struggle  should  strut 
down  the  mountain,  bearing  tablets 
of  stone  on  which  are  graven  four- 
teen irrevocable  commandments  of 
our  own  devising?  Nevertheless  we 
talk  of  democracy  aa  if  we  ourselves 
were  Ita  foremost  practitioners;  as 
if,  In  vety  fact,  we  were  the  keeper 
of  Its  great  seaL  Why,  for  long  cen- 
turies before  th^  phcase  "making  the 
world  "Safe  for  democracy"  occurred 
to  us,  Oreat  Britain,  the  very  mother 
of  it  ail^  was  lavishly  spilling  her 
blood  and  treasure  over  the  lands 
and  waters  of  the  earth  to  _roake  it 
a  safe  place  for  her  democratic  chil- 
dren, among  whom  were  we;  we  who 
said  officially  of  thU  war  of  the 
forces  of  evil  upon  the  forces  of 
good,  that  between  the  two  ,wo  saw 
no  difference!  So  I  stand  here  to- 
night, an  American  to  the  core,  and 
offer  my  thanks  for  the  blesiftngs  of 
democracy  to  the  great  parent  of 
the  liberties  I  enjoy.  And  I  thank 
her  for  the  spread  of  that  democracy 
— the  sane  and  stable  democracy  of 
the  Anglo-Saxon,  which  mekes  of 
li'oerty  a  safe  possession,  safe  for  a 
man  whether  he  have  one  shirt  or 
three — I  thank  her  for  Miving  spread 
It  to  the  north  of  ue.  In  Canada,  and 
over  the  world's  contlneifts,  and' 
upon  its  seas. 

"Great  Britain's  was  the  torch 
that  set  going  the  lights  of  freedom 
that  now  welcome  .the  pilgrim  in 
all  ports  of  the  world.  Tes,  we  have 
4iad  a  part;  but  it  waa  Britain  that 
barred  the  tnte,  and  it  was  Britain 
that  here  us  safely  to  the  laboratory 
of  earth's  tceatest  military  alchemist. 
France,  the  blood  and  substance  of 
the  world's  democracies — our  own 
in«luded — to  be  by  France  distilled 
mto^that  marvellous  elixir.

OMENTOUS  dSlN 


Many  Trapshooters  Favor 
Standard  and  Smaller 
Charge  for  ^11  Competitions 
at  the  Clay  Birds.  _ 


The  moat  momentous  queiitton  be- 
fore the  trapshooters  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada  today  la  that  of 
a  atandard  and  lighter  load  as  ad- 
vora.ted  by  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  American  Trapshootint  Asso- 
ciation. 

This  question  is  of  vital  interest 
to-  several  hundred  thousand  sports^ 
men  and  sportswomen  and  quite 
naturally  it  Is  <beint  discussed  at 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  State 
Sportsmen's  Associations  and  through 
the  media  of  the  sportsmen's  Jour- 
nals. 

The  American  Trapshooting  Asso- 
ciation has  asked  each  State  asso- 
ciation to  place  the  question  before 
its  members  and  to  send  a  delegate 
to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  A.  T.  A. 
next  November  prepared  to  vote  on 
the  question. 

The  prosttnt  trapshooting  load  Is  3 
or  3Vi  dr.Vis  of  pQwder  and  an 
ounce  and  a  quarter  of  shot.  The 
standard  load  suggested  is  3  drams 
of  powder  and  an  ounce  and  nn 
eighth   of  shot. 

Quite  a  number  pt  high-claxs 
shooters  are  favorable  to  ahe  lighter 
load  and  some  even  suggest  that  the 
load  be  made  still  lighter,  whHe 
there  arc  others  who  do  not  think 
the  change  will  beneflt  the  sport. 
The  American  Trapshootlhg  Asso- 
ciation ia  in  favor  of  the  new  order 
of  things. 

The  Jighter  load — to  be  sure — ^will 
lower  the  price  of  shells,  possibly  $2 
a  thousand,  but  the  powers  that  be 
In  trapshooting  ara  of  the  opinion 
that  this  losa  will  be  more  than  met 
by  the  Influx  of  new  trapshooters. 
New  shooters  Is  the  watchword  with 
them. 

Annie  Oakley,  the  greatest  of  all 
women  trapshooters.  is  heartily  in 
favor  of  the  lighter  lohd  and  advises 
us  that  she  never  has  used  more 
than  t%  drams  of  powder  and  Ik 
ounces  of  shot,  and  that  recently, 
after  30  years  of  shooting,  she^roke 
2M  out  of  300  targets  with  thU  load. 
Miss  Oakley  instructs  her  pupils  to 
use  the  light  load.  That  there  would 
be  thousands  of  new  adherenta  to 
trapshooting  if  special  loads  were 
prohibited  and  the  standard  load 
made  2  drams  of  powder  and  an 
ounce  and  one-eighth  of  shot  Is  the 
firm    conviction    of    Miss    Oakley.

Resolution  Acting  on  Re- 
quest of  Belgians  Whose 
Horses  Were  Stolen, 


At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  London 
Jockey  Club,  the  Earl  of  Jersey 
moved  a  rcaolution,  seconded  by  Sir 
'Hedwofth  Meux  and  carried  to  the 
affect  that  until  further  notice  po 
entries  under  Jockey  Club  rules  be 
accepted  for  horses  the  property  of 
any  persons  lieing  Oerman,  Austrian, 
Bulgarian    or   T'urkish    subjects. 

'Xn  moving  tha  rasolaUon,  the  Karl 
of  Jersey  wished  to  make  it  clear 
that  he  waa  In  no  way  actuated  by 
any  blind  hatred  against  beaten 
enemiea  iThere  was  much  to  be  said 
for  the  exclusion  of  persons  of  those 
nationalities  from  taking  any  part  In 
racing  In  Bnglahd,  for  many  reasons, 
and  be  thought  It  would  be  easy  to 
defend  it  on  the  grounds  of  public 
pbllcf.  but  he  was  quite  content  to 
Jtmlt^he  clu^^jt.0  support  the  resolutigf^ 
entlfklr  oni.**^rounds  which  came 
withln'vtiie^direct  cognirance  of  the 
Jockey  dub-  as  a  body  which  con- 
troHed  hohi))  racing  In  this  country, 
and  which,  in  ordprVte^  promote  a 
high  standard  of  turf"  morality,  en- 
tered into  reciprocal  arrangements 
with  the  ruling  turf  authorities'  In 
other  countries.

Gerqmus  Horse-Stealers 

They  hail  been  informed  by  the 
Belgtun  Jockey  club  that  many  thor- 
oughbreds, both  racehorses  and 
horses  and  *mares  from  breeding 
studs,  had  been  stolen  by  the  Oer- 
man  army,  or  had  4)een  requlstloned 
by   Ihe   Oerman   authorities. 

Those^  horses  had  been  sent  to 
Germany,  an^  had  been  -sold  for 
racing  Q^  breeding  purposes,  but,  of 
course,  without  th^  necessary  papers 
to  prove  their  identity,  they  were 
useless  for  either  purpose^  Those 
certiflcates,e  consequently,  had  been 
asked  for  and  had  been,  of  course, 
refused  by  the  Belgian  Jockey  club. 
The  Union  club  of  Berllfi,  wfiich  was 
the  Oerman  Jockey  club,  had  in- 
sisted on  the  papers  being  delivered 
up,  and  searches  had  been  made  In 
the  offices  'of  the  Belgian  Jockey 
club,  with  the  avowed  object  of 
taking  those  papers  by  force.  Those 
searches  being  fruitless,  the  starter 
to  the  Belgian  Jockey  club,  an  Bng- 
lishman  over  50  years  of  age,  had 
been  deported  to  Germany.  .In  order 
to  force  the  hands  of  the  Belgian 
authorities.  The  Belgian  Jockey  club 
had  asked  that  he  should  be  allowed 
to  return.        ,    ,i.. 

Prlnoe  Wants  Papera 

The  Union  club,  of  Berlin,  had  re- 
plied that  a  certain  prince  would 
Itave  that  done  if  he  received  a  cer- 
tificate for  a  valuable  mara  which 
had  been  stolen  from  a  Belgian  stud, 
and  w^'*^l^  ^^^  prince  himself  had 
taken  possession  of  for  his  own 
private  use.  That  had  been  reftteed. 
and  then  had  come  a  letter^  saying 
that  because  of  the  refusal,  nothing' 
could  be  done  for-^hlm,  and  that  the 
^  Belgian  stewards  were  the  only 
people  to  blame.  The  members  of 
the  club  would  note  that  that  was  a 
far  more  serious  matter  than  the 
horses  being  seised  by  the  Oerman 
army  An  the  course  of  military 
operations.

"Pat-ball"  has  been  contemptu- 
ously dismissed,  and  -Ivomen  players 
are  treated  with  an  utter  lack  of 
consideration.  The  men  are  patting 
in  as  hard  a  servic.e  as.  they  can 
with  the  intention  of  ''putting  it 
across"  the  feminine  adversary.

vessels  lately  made  on  Mr.  Balfour's 
estate  at  WhlttinKehamc,  in  Kast 
I'Othian,  deserves  the  notice  of  Bnjf- 
llshmen,  even  thuugh  the  world  today  ij  iijot  Will 
has  oth'ei*  things  to  think  of. 

The*flhd-spot  Is  the  Isolated  hill  top 
of  Traprain  Law,  a  northern  outlier 
of  the  Tuammermulrs,  twenty  miles 
east  of  Bdinburgh  and  near  the  Kast 
Linton  <  station  on  the  N.B.ll.  main 
line,  from  which  the  hill  Is  conspic- 
uous. It  1b  a  strllflng'Slte:  south  of  i  original 
It  rirte  slowly  the  Lammcrmuirs;  north 
spreads  the  land  around  North  Ber- 
wick., with  its  own  "Law,"  and  the 
mouth  of  the  Forth,  over  which  the 
summit',  720  feet  high,  commands  a 
wide'  outlook.  Earthworks  crown  It 
which  have  long  been  recognized  as 
declaring  the  existence  of  an  ancient 
settlement,  and  excavations  promoted 
by  the  vigorous  Edinburgh  anti- 
quaries had.  Just  before  the  war,  re- 
vealed remains  full  of  importance  for 
the  history  of  Roman  Scotland.  Dur- 
ing the  war  these  excavations  were 
continued  through  the  energy  of  a 
prominent  Scottish  antiquary,  Mr.  A. 
O.  Curie,  who  In  default  of  laborers, 
wielded  the  spade  himself.

fourth  century,  and  one  ol^two  Teu- 
tonic pieces— a  silver  brooch,  and  the 
like — sqggest  that  Angles.  SaxonB,  or 
other  Germanic  men  looted  the  silver 
somewhere,  and,  coming  to  Britain, 
buried  it  on  Traprain  Law,  apparently 
In  some  haste.  Where  they,  got  (heir 
perhkps  never  be  known. 
One  of  the  inscriptions — "PRVMIA- 
COEI8API-— might  suggest  the  mon- 
astery of  Prum  (Prumla)  In  Western 
Germany,  which  is  known  to  have 
been  In  existence  before  A. D.  720. 
But  in  those  wild  years  loot  may  have 
changes  hands  many  trmes;  If  the 
robbers  were  Germans,  It 
does  not  follow  that  they  byried  the 
silver  in  East  Lothian.  Ndr  If  An- 
gles buried  it  were  they  necessarily 
the  original  robbers. 

No  such  find  has  ever  been  made  In 
Britain,  and  hardly  axiy  even  on  the 
Continent.  The  nearest  British  par- 
allel perhaps  Is  a  hoard  which  seems 
to  have  been  lost  in  the  Tyne  near 
Corbrldge  in  the  fourth  century,  and 
of  which  the  finest  piece  is  the  Cor- 
brldge Lanx.j>ow  at  Alnwick.  That, 
too,  is  of  Chnbtian  date,  and  the  Lanx 
Itself  is  of  admirable  workmanship 
and  admirable  preservation.  I  under- 
stand that  the  find  will  go  to  enrich 
one  of  the  admirable  museums  of 
Edinburgh.  The  Scottish  law  of 
treasure  trove  is  not  quite  the  same  as 
the  English  law,  and  the  National 
Museum  in  Edinburgh  has  a  special 
relation  to  the  State.  Mr.  CurJe,  Dr. 
Macmdonald,  and  the  Scottish  Society 


enough  to  fill  to  the  brim  three  stable 
buckets.  This  silver  proved  to  be 
fratrnientB  of  Roman  work,  much 
hacked  and  broken,  but  covered  with 
designs  that  were  alike,  as  I  am  as- 
sured, claaaicul  in  style,  exquisite  In 
technique,  late  Roman  in  date,  and 
(In  part)  Christlain  in  design.  "As 
the  discoverers  at  once  saw,  they  must 
be  ancient  church  plate,  pr^umably 
loot  from  an  overseas  monaster}'.

Pan,  Adam  and  Eve,  In  (as  I 
am  told)  the  costume  of  the  period, 
the  Adoration  of  the  Magi,  and  other 
items,  some  Christian,  some  pagan.

SECRET  OF  POWER 


"Europe  wished  to  learn  from  the 
Germans  the  secret  of  ^power,  be- 
cause it  was  In  love  with  power:  but 
now  It  will  no  longer  go  to  them 
for  that  secret,  rathor  It  will  go  to 
the  English-speaking  peoples,  which 
for  the  moment  arc  the  victors  and 
material  leaders  of  tho  world,"  says 
The  London  Times  Educational  Sup- 
plement. 

"Whether  we  may  wish  It  oi"  not, 
Vll  the  peoples  of  Europe,  especially 
the  smaller  and  more  backward 
peoples,  will  be  trying  to  learn  our 
secret  from  us.  The  Anglo-Saxon 
education — they  will  say  or  fecl-i— 
has   taught    these   people   victory. 

"Wc  must  not  recommend  our 
method  to  other  nations  because  we 
wish  to  gain  power  over  them;  for 
such  a  purpose  Is  Inconsistent  with 
the  method  itself,  which  does  not 
aim  at  power,  but  a  fellowship  for 
its  own  sake,  and  which  has  fnlth.ln 
fellowship  as  the  only  means  of  dis- 
covering a  right  aim.  We  ourselves 
must  desire  fellowship  ,with  other  na- 
tions; we  must  see  the  nation  Itself  as 
a  group,  whose  aim  is  not  power,  but 
fellowship  with  other  gr.iups  of  the 
same  kind;  and  we  must  continue  to 
believe  that  out  of  such  °  fellowships, 
desired  for  theler  own  sake,  wladom 
and  a  dear  aim  will  come. 

"The  excellence  of  Bngrllsh  educa- 
tion has  always  been  this — that  It 
Uught  man  'how  to  get  on  with  other 
men,*  but  not  so  that  they  might  get 
the  better  of  other  men.  If  once  that 
b«(»meMhe  aim.  the  secret  of  gettinc 
on.  the  secrt  of  followshlp.  Would  ba 
lost.  The  H^ngllsh  morality.  In  ao  tar 
as  It,  has  a  peculiar  excellence — Ita 
sense  ot  honour,  of  loyalty,  of  esaan- 
tlal  good  mfinners-  Is  always  a  mor- 
ality of  jrdltoarNhip  desired  for  Its  own 
sake.-;-4^ 

"That  ap«.  Is.  the  9i«cret  we  have 
to  teaeh,  HMt  ^e  shall  teach  It  bftterl   , 


both  to  others  ard  to  ourselves.  If 
we  become  fully  aware  of  It,  If,  more 
and  mbro,  groups  are  to  us,  not 
means  to  an  ehd,  but  ends  In  them- 
selves, through  which  we  shall  dis- 
cover the  true  ead  of  life  Itself.  In 
the  group  alone  is. freedom  and  fore- 
sight; there  is  no  freedom  or  fore- 
sight either  in  anarchy  or  In  alms 
Imposed  on  groups  that  are  formed 
with  the  object  of  ac'hlevin^T  them.

A  British  subject  who  has  Jual 
reached  England  from  Moscow  hits 
made  an  official  report  to  the  Admir- 
alty on  a  savage  BoUihevlk  crime,  of 
which  he  was  a  wlt^iMs.  The  chl^'f 
victim  waa  a  RusaUu  ex-naval  officer 
named  Ockerlund.  whose  only  offenro 
was  sympathy  for  the  Allies.  t>nd 
whose  life  Lenin  and  Chlchertn  l-ad 
solemnly  promised  to  save.

TRIAtS  TODAY 


An  announcement  etsniflcant  of 
the  return  to  normal  condlUcT^<t  uf 
transatlantic  passenger  traffic  has 
Just  been  made  by  the  Anchor  Line, 
21-24  State  Street,  New  York.  The 
Olympla  and  Colombia  enter  the 
New  York  to  Glasgow  service  In  June 
and  July  respectively,  and  the  Uas- 
silla  sails  from  Boston  for  Glasgow 
on  July  12.  The  Columbia  was  H.M. 
auxiliary  cruiser  Columbella  during 
the  war.  and  has  Just  been  restored 
to  her  owners.  Th^  Olympla  and 
MasslUa  were  formerly  In  the  Indian 
service. 

The  history  of  the  Anchor  Line  is, 
In  part,  a  history  of  the  port  of  Glas- 
gow. The  Arm  f rofh  which  the  An- 
qhor  Line  Is  offspring  was  founded 
In  that  olty  In  lilt  as  N.  Jk  B.  Han- 
dyslde. 

The  decade  between  lt30  and  1846 
was  one  which  saw.,  a  great  activity 
In  maritime  olroles.  The  success  of 
the  Comet  In  1812  had  been  a  Glas- 
gow event,  as  she  had  been  built  by 
Messrs.  John  Wood  A  Co.  for  Mr. 
Henry  Bell,  of  Helensburgh,  to 
trade  between  Glasgow  and  Green- 
ock. At  first  the  use  of  steamships 
had  been  restricted  to  coastwise 
trade,  but  gradually  the  practicability 
of  the  transatlantic  passage  under 
steam  became  obvious  to  the  pioneer 
spirits  among  maritime  men.  One 
of  the  first  firms  to  take  shape  was 
the  company  from  which  sprang  the 
Anchor  Line. 

In  1852  the  present  title  of  Anchor 
Line  was  adopted  for  the  business, 
and  the  steamer  Vasco  de  Gama  was 
built.  This  vessel  for  a  short  time 
ran  between  Victoria  and  San  Fran- 
cisco In  the  seventies.  She  was  of 
178  tons  and  measured  181  feet  long 
by  15  feet  2  Inches,  and  was  uied  on 
the  Glasgow-Lisbon  route.  Two  other 
vessels,  the  Vision  and  the  Dream,  of 
about  422  tons,  were  acquired  In 
1867,  and  the  United  Kingdom,  of 
1,067  tons  register,  245  feet  long  and 
82  feet  beam,  waa  built  for  the  New 
York-Glasgow  serviee.  At  that  time 
the  total  tonnage  of  all  vessels  owned 
by  the  line  was  2,089. 

The  next  decade  saw  a -rapid  ex- 
pansion. In  18C0  the  United  States 
was  built,  followed  m  1863  by  the 
Britannia  and  Caledonia,  of  2,093 
tons  gross,  aiM  la  1866  by  the  Hiber- 
nia,  of  somewhat  larger  tonnagd. 
The  year  1865  also  aaw  the  Inuutfu- 
ration  of  the  regular  service  between 
Now  York  and  Glasgow.'  In  1870  the 
Anglla  and  Australia,  of  2,300  tons, 
were  added. 

By  1911  the  Anchor  Line  had  built 
or  purchased  115  vessvls,  of  804,202 
tonu.  Their  service  had  been  expan- 
ed  to  Include  the  .  Mediterranean, 
Bombay  and  Calcutta,  and  America; 
and  many  of  their  vessels  had  be- 
come favorably  known  to  the  travel- 
ling public,  notably  the  City  of  Rome, 
Cameronia,   California  and  Columbia. 

The  Anchor  Line  house  flag  con- 
sists of  a  red  anchor  and  a  cable  of 
four  links  on  a  white  ground.  The 
white  Is  emblematic  of  peace;  the  rod 
anchor  stands  for  hope,  steadfast- 
ness, security:  the  four  links  to  the 
cable  Indicate  the  four  original  Hen- 
derson Brothers,  founders  of  the  line.
